1 . Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10, 11, 20, 22, 24-30, 34-39, which are renumbered 
as 1-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The application is allowable for the reasons set forth on pages 12-14 of 
the Applicant's response filed on 07/16/2008 and as reasons stated below. 

1 .1 As noted therein, the claimed invention requires inter alia processing the 
push-to-talk calls according to selectable acceptance of future incoming calls 
requested by called mobile terminal comprising 

Playingback stored initial voice message signal as claimed while the 
calling party remains in the first real-time communication sessions with the 
communication application server and without the called mobile terminal having 
answered incoming call by depression of the push-to-talk button on the called 
mobile terminal in combinations with other limitations as claimed in Claims 1 , 7, 
20 & 30. 

1 .2 The closest prior art Dahod teaches storing initial voice message in 
processing push-to-talk calls but fails to teach the claimed invention as stated 
above in combination with other limitations in the claims as cited in Claims 1, 7, 
20 & 30. 

The combination of cited prior arts Dahod and John do not teach or 
suggest the claimed invention as stated above in combination with other 
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limitations in the claims as cited in Claims 1, 7, 20 & 30. 

The combination of other cited prior art references do not teach or suggest 
the claimed invention as stated above in combination with other limitations in the 
claims as cited in Claims 1, 7, 20 & 30.
